Alabama, Arkansas, Nebraska and 
Ohio went to the polls to choose 
party candidates in state-wide pri- 
maries. 


The outcome of senatorial con- 


testa In Nebraska and Arkansas 
may have far-reaching influence 


, upon future federal legislation. In 


Nebraska, 
Senator 
George W. 


Morris (R), the veteran insurgent 
leader, seeks renomination, while 
in Arkansas, Senator Joe V. Rob- 
inson (D), minority leader of the 
Senate, asks another term. 


In Nebraska, the old guard 


Republicans have fought 
Norns 


for his insurgency, for his World 
Court vote, and" chiefly, 
for 
his 


bolt to Alfred E. Smith in 1928. 
A victory for Norris will solidify 
and encourage the western pro- 
gressive group in the Senate which 
has opposed administration pro- 
grams for many years His re- 
tirement would cripple this group 
and rob the insurgents of their 
leader.

The fight of Norris overshadows 


the rest in National import. He is 
opposed by W. M. Stebbins. a Re- 
publican regular. The veteran in- 
surgent leader is standing for re- 
nomination on his record and the 
regulars in Nebraska have assailed 
that record from A to Izzard. 


FESS FOB NORRIS 


This record, however, will not 


be opposed by the Republican Nat- 
ional committee if Norris wins a 
renomination. 
Senator Fess. the 


new National chairman, announc- 
ed that the committee's duty was' 
to "elect, not select senatorial! 
candidates.'1 Fess said the com- 
mittee would support Norris next 
November, regardless of his in- 
surgency in the last presidential 
campaign or on legislation. 


The Nebraska Democrats are 


having a battle of their own to 
choose an opponent for Noms or 
Stebbins As the voters go to the 
polls, former Senator Gilbert M 
Hitchcock appears the favorite. 
He will make a formidable candi- 
date next November, although he 
lost his scat in an off-year 


In all four states, the voters will
